IN AT T H E DEATH 
The scene in which John Warde leaped to his 
death in New York City was not one to inspire 
respect for humanity. 
A man, even a suicide, should be permitted to 
die with dignity. Not the least of the lamentable 
features of this bizarre death was the morbidity 
of the thousands who attended it. 
Their morbidity—and their decency. Thou­ 
sands stood for hours to treat themselves to the 
sensation of the expected tragic climax. Among 
them strolled betters, offering odds against the 
fatal leap—and the bets were snapped up. Venders 
and hawkers went among the crowd, crying their 
wares as at a circus. 
And when the leap finally was made, it seem­ 
ed to be a supreme gesture of contempt for the 
living from the man who had stared at the crowd 
that stared at him. No matter what mental dis­ 
turbance impelled him to his act, he must inevit­ 
ably have been swung to decide for death as he 
weighed the prospects of life among the gaping 
spectators of his emotional distress. 
He leaped and died. The crowd collected or 
paid its bets, tossed away its peanut shells, and 
retired from the scene. They had been given the 
thrill of a lifetime. And they had betrayed their 
kinship with the spectators at ancient Rome’s cir­ 
cus, with the knitting women surrounding the 
guillotine during the Terror, with the thugs who 
beat the helpless non-Aryans in Vienna, with the 
military leaders who bomb women and children. 
It was not a pleasant scene, nor one that in­ 
spires happy reflections on the nature of man.

Express. 
Jess Latham, senior quarantine of­ 
ficer at Yermo, near Daggett, says: 
“We have cheeked no tin can ears en­ 
tering the state for the past two 
months. We have forgotten what they 
looked like.” 
Robt. M. Campbell, who holds the 
same office at Blythe, reports: " ’Oak- 
ies' (Oklahoma) and ’Arkies’ (Arkan­ 
sas) now entering California from this 
station are few and far between. There 
lias been a continued procession going 
east." 
Few Transients 
W. R. Quirk also a senior quarantine 
officer, located at Fort Yuma, a for­ 
mer favorite point of entry for tran­ 
sients, says there is a different story 
there now.

Practically all of the western states 
have had experience with the same 
problem. The Oregon stale planning 
board states that between 175.000 to 
200.000 migrants entered Oregon in a 
six-year period.
